Philadelphia, July 31 —Ballot reform 


may be one of the important state is- 
sues In the coming campaign. There 
Is reason to believe, however, that this 
may be eliminated from the partisan 
contest, if the leaders of the different 
elements continue to express senti- 
ments fn accord -with those uttered 
•within the last few days. Col. Quay, In 
a recent public declaration, went on 
record in favor of the most sweeping 
reforms In the matter of a secret ballot 
and an absolutely fair return of the 
rotes cast, and he also advocated per- 
sonal registration of voters. He gave 
It as his opinion tnat these reforms 
could only be had within a reasonable 
time by the calling of a non-partisan 
convention, which would amend the 
present constitution so as to permit the 
requisite legislation to be passed before 
the adjournment of the next legisla- 
ture. It would be necessary for the 
legislature which convenes In January 
next to pass an act providing for the 
Immediate calling of a constitutional 
convention. Such a convention being 
held without delay would permit of the 
introduction of such bills In the gen- 
eral assembly as would be required to 
carry out the purposes of the framers 
of the constitution. 
GOVERNOR BLACK'S ATTITUDE 
It was, therefore, noteworthy that 


last week former Lieutenant Governor 
Chauncev F Black, one of the most 
respected an'd distinguished members 
of the Democratic party In this state, 
came out boldly In favor of the holding 
of a convention to revise the constitu- 
tion in order to reform the voting sys- 
tem of the commonwealth. 


In a carefully prepared statement for 


publication he gave the objections to 
following the antiquated method of 
leaving this problem sf ballot reform 
to be solved by fhe state legislature un- 
der the existing constitution. He re- 
ferred to the fact that John Wana- 
maker, In at least two of his public 
speeches, advocated this convention 
Idea as the only plan by which ballot 
reform could be obtained, and he re- 
ferred at some length to the failures 
of the past, declaring; that the ballot 
law now In force in this state Is a 
fraud, and then recounted the abuses 
that have grown up under the present 
system. 


Governor Black then pointed to dec- 


larations from John Wansmaker in 
November, 1899, and again in March, 
1900, on the subject of ballot reform 
and quoted him as having said on the 
last occasion mentioned: 


"I, therefore, address myself to the 


people of Pennsylvania, to all qualified 
electors without distinction of party, 
whose lives, liberties and property lie 
today at the mercy of lrresponslble%po- 
llttcal machines and their powerful 
secret and corrupt allies, and ask them 
to unite In the nomination and election 
of 
candidates 
for

legislature 


pledged to vote for a fair, non-partisan 
act calling a constitutional convention 
for Immediate ballot reform, the sub- 
stance and essential provisions of 
which shall be embodied in the funda- 
mcetRl law beyond the reach of corpor- 
ate or machine power." - 


. QUOTES COLONEL QUAY. 
Continuing, Governor Black said: 
"And now comes Mr Quay, the ac- 


cepted chief of the regular Republican 
party, not only with a candid admission 
of the scandalous state of affairs and 
the universal demand for a change, but 
with a carefully devtsed and specific 
program for a constitutional conven- 
tion as the only means of certain and 
Immediate relief. H« declares that the 
legislature, under the present consti- 
tution, has no power to paas a personal 
registration law for the ciHss or to pro- 
vldsi a secret ballot, while any voter 
mar take another Into the booth to at- 
test his ticket; 
that the 
pending 


amendments are not madatory; that

THE SMELL OF THE ONION. 


Due to the Presence of Snlphnr In 


the Vegetable. 
• 


It is Interesting to make inquiry into 


the cause of this unfortunate quality of 
the onion. It Is simply due to the pres- 
ence in some quantity of another mineral 
matter in the bulb—sulphur. It 4s this 
sulphur that gives the onion its germ 
killing property and makes the bulb so 
very useful a medicinal agent at all times, 
but especially in the spring, which used 
to be—and still is In many places—the 
season for taking brimstone and treacle 
in old fashioned houses before sulphur 
tablets came into vogue. 


Now, sulphur, when united to hydro- 


gen, one ot the gases ot water, torms 
sulphurated hydrogen and then becomes 
a foul smelling, well nigh a fetid, com- 
pound. The onion, being so juicy, has a 
very large percentage of water in its tis- 
sues, and this, combining with the sul- 
phur, forms the strongly scented and of- 
fensive substance called Bu.lpb.uret of al- 
lyle, which is tound in all .the alllums. 
This sulphuret of allyle mingles more 
especially with the -volatile or aromatic 
oil of the -onton. It is identical with the 
malodorant principle found in asafetida, 
which IE almost the symbol of all smells 
that are nasty. 


The horse radish, BO much liked with 


roast beef for its keen and biting prop- 
erty, and the ordinary mustard of our 
tables both owe their strongly stimu- 
lative propei ties to this same sulphuret 
of allyle, which gives them heat and 
acridity, but not an offensive smell, ow- 
ing to the different arrangement of the 
atoms hi their volatile oils. 


This brings us to a most curious fact 


In nature, that most strangely, yet most 
certainly, constructs all vegetable vola- 
tile oils in exactly the same way—com- 
poses them all, whether they are the 
aromatic essences of cloves, oranges, 
lemons, cinnamon, thyme, rose, verbena, 
turpentine or onion, of exactly the same 
proportions, which are 88% of carbon to 
11% of hydrogen, and obtains all the vast 
seeming diversities that our nostrils de- 
tect In their scent simply by a different 
arrangement of the atoms in each vege- 
table oil. 
Oxygen alters some of these 


hydrocarbons, sulphur others.—Chambers' 
Journal. 


Mice and Hatene*. 


An investigation extending over a pe- 


riod of nearly three months was made by 
the inspection department of a Boston 
fire Insurance company in order to deter- 
mine whether fire can be caused by rats 
or mice and matches. The tests were 
carried on in a cage made of Iron pipe, 
covered with galvanized Iron netting, In 
whi$h a tin box partly filled with cotton 
waste was placed for a nest. Rats and 
mice, singly or several at a time, were 
confined, for longer or shorter periods, 
within this cage, In which 
sulphur 


matches, parlor matches and 
safety 


matches were also placed. The creatures 
were "alternately fed and allowed to go 
hungry. 
During the experiments with 


the mice apparently none of the matches 
-were gnawed, but two of the safety 
matches were carried by them into their 
nest On the other hand, the rats Ig- 
nited the sulphur matches by gnawing 
them, which Is Indisputable evidence that 
common sulphur matches can be Ignited 
by rats.

A Bicycle Ordinance. 


Owing to the fact that a number of riders 


have been fined for violating the bicycle 
ordinance, and for the enlightenment of 
wheelmen, the portions of the 1897 ordinance 
are reprinted. Section 1 declares the fol- 
lowing to be nuisances: 


1.—Riding a bicycle upon any paved side- 


walk. 


2.—Riding a bicycle after dark without 


having attached thereto a lighted lamp. 


8 —Failure lo ring a gong or bell when 


approaching persona about to cross the path 
of a bicycle, or when about to pass persons 
going either in the same or a contrary direc- 
tion to the bicycle. 


4,—Failure to observe the ordinary rules 


of the road as to passing teams, riders or 
pedestrians to tbe right if going in opposite 
directions, or to the left if going iu the same 
direction. 


6.—Riding at a speed of over seven miles 


an hour. 


Persons convicted of any of the recited 


nuisances shall be fined $5 for each offence.

The railroad crosses the isthmus through a 


beautiful tropical country, with mountains 
all around, and cocoanut, orange, lime,- 
bananas, and the most beautiful palm trees, 
growing wild along the line of road. Juat 
think of buying a bunch of twelve dozen ba- 
uanae for 16 cents American money; the 
6nest oranges for three cents a dozen, and 
cocoanuts for the knocking off the trees, 
while a friend sent us a barrel of the best 
pineapples from the island ot Taboga; the 
finest pineapples the world can produce, 
come from this island. 


I bad a fine trip down the Bay of Panama 


the other day, with ihe Island of Flamenco 
as my destination, returning on the ocean 
tug Bolivar to LaBoca, which means mouth 
of the canal Panama. 


The Cie N' vlbj du Canal de Panama, or ia 


English the Panama Canal, takes almost the 
same route as the railroad tbe entire dis- 
tance, and a good view can be had from tbe 
car windows. 
They are now working at 


Culebra, where they are making a cut 
through a mountain there some 500 feet deep. 
This is what some people claim to be an im- 
possibility, but from the way it looks now, 
they will soon complete it. It is a sight to 
see tbe machinery such as cable hoists, steam 
derricks, railroad tracks, rails and engines, 
pipe, iron plates, entire machine shop plants, 
iron bridges and many other machines, etc., 
too numerous to mention; it is very easy~to 
see what becomes of tbe millions of the poor 
French people's money. I forgot to say that 
most of the above is unfit for use, although 
some of it is under cover, yet even that is 
old style, an$k would cost more to use it, 
than what new machinery would cost. 


At present they are employing about 5000 


employees; the laborers they pay $2 Col. 
silver a day. or about 80 cents American 
money, which is very good pay down here 
for laborers. 


Colon baa a pupulation of about 8000, and 


is much the same as Panama as to people, etc. 


The raihoad equipment is rather ancient 


down here, but it all goes. There are no 
windows iu the cars, but they have blinds in 
place of them, and ouce in awhile when we 
have one of our heavy tropical storms pas- 
sengers have to stand in the middle of Ihe 
car so that they won't get wet. 
I must say 


that Ihe'storms we have down here are some- 
thing great. 
Why, you hardly know what a 


storm is up there. The lightning cut a 
hole in Ihe middle of a flag on one of the 
steamers the other day. 
Monkeys, parrots, 


etc., can be bought for several dollars apiece, 
according to looks. 


1 live at Ihe Washington. House, the only 


first-class hotel down here. 
My room faces 


the Acean, wilh a balcony back and front. 
Tbe darkies grow, or I may say sprout, like 
muahroouia down here. 
Offioe hours are 


from 8 a. m. to 11 a. m ; then breakfast, and 
go back at 1 p. m., 'and knock off at 5 p. m., 
wilh dinner at six. I go in swimming most 
every evening, but it is rather dangerous, 
as there are a number of sharks to be seen 
around the place.

By Trolley to Trenton. 
4. continuous 
trolley 
line between 


Philadelphia and Trenton is a probability 
of tbe »ear future, unless delayed by litiga- 
tion between rival companies for the control 
of the oi<i Morrell system between the Quaker 
City and Bristol. The New Jersey & Phila 
delphia Street Railway Company, which is 
composed entirely of Boston capitalists, has 
purchased the Upper Delaware Bridge, at 
Trenton, for $200,000, and it is stated that 
it is tbe intention of the new company to run 
a trolley line, or a combination of trolleys 
and steam dummies, between Trenton and 
Philadelphia. It is claimed that the com- 
pany owns the right of way from Morriaville 
to Eddington, and that a branch ia to run 
from Emilie to Bristol. 
_ The principal hitch appears to be over the 
control of the lines between Bristol and 
Philadelphia, formerly known as the Morrell 
system. These lines are the Bristol Passen- 
ger Railway Company, the Bristol £ Bridge- 
water Company and the Philadelphia & Bris- 
tol Company. The former and latter'are 
trolley lines under operation, bul the Bristol 
& Bndgewater line boa a charter, granted 
under the general railroad acrt and at pres- 
ent is operated by stage coaches, which 
transfer passengers between the two other 
linea. This line is about three miles long, 
arrt, together wilh the two connecting roads, 
it is claimed by a syndicate represented by 
Thomas Craig, of Philadelphia, who says 
that his syndicate owns all the stock of the 
roade at issue, and that condemnation pro- 
ceedings are'about to be instituted for the 
construction of the Bristol & Bridewater 
road. 


In addition to the $250,000 of stock of the 


roads, there is $250,000 in bonds, and itjs 
slated that the Boston syadicate have practic- 
ally secured, or will secure, a large majori- 
ty of the bonds, and thereby, it is expected, 
will obtain control of the roads m question. 
Colonel Edward Morrell is no longer con- 
nected with the roads, he having disposed of 
ail his holdings some time ago.

Why Talfard Was Missed. 


Supervisor Talbot has been investigating 


the matter complained of by the citizens of 
the, borough of Tclford, Bucks county, who 
complain that no census had been taken of 
the place, or even an enumerator appointed. 
He found that the people of the plaoe are 
correct, and steps will be taken at ouce to 
appoint an enumerator and have the work 
pushed along as rapidly as possible. 


The error arose from the foot that Telford 


and East Telford are practically one place, 
the latter being in Montgomery 
county. 


Each, however, has a borough charter, and 
the error was caused by the proximity of the 
places and the' confounding of one with the 
other, it being taken for granted that the 
one enumerator Baa to take both towns. 
They are separated only by a railroad track, 
and the streets run side by side, so that 
the mistake is one which is excusable.

On Saturday evening, in response to Invi- 


tations, the Inpublioans of Bristol township 
assembled in Vandegrift's hat!, Nowport- 
ville, and exploded the^first gun of the 1900 
campaign.

Spangled Banner, we hail and love so well, 
and plant it on the frowning fortress walls 
of Pekin in the name of God and Liberty, 
and by Ihe will and power of the American 
people, bearding and conquering the brazen 
and bloody dragon of Asia in his den ! 


And let me say to our kind Quaker friends, 


many of whom are present this evening, who 
love Ihis d?ar old county—so dear to Wil- 
liam Penn, may we aot hope lo have you all 
join with us for the sake of good sound gov- 
ernment! honest money! and the-spread of 
enlightenment aud liberty among those dis- 
tant peoples now under the prelection of our 
flag, many of whom are benighted by heath- 
enism and are the unfortunate victims of 
savage and despotic power!

He threw his whole strength into inculcating 
into the mindil of the young the love for pa- 
rents. Filial piety was to him the noblest 
attribute to man. 
While some of the teach- 


ings of Confucius may have been lost during 
tbe intervening centuries, his gospel of duty 
and devotion to parents remains the corner 
atone of the Chinese nation of today. 
The 


oridiinal laws of China provide that in the 
failure to capture the criminal the next of 
kin shall be arrested and punished for the 
crime. There are few instances where the 
culprit waa so lost to his sense of duty to his 
parents that he would allow them to suffer 
for him. For this reason criminals in China 
never attempt to escape justice by flight.

bought in the markets of the world today 
for $9.07. 
There would therefore bo a 


profit of $9.53 011 an Investment of $9 07, 
being over 105 per cent, if a holder of silver 
could take U to the mint and ooiu it without 
charge into silver dollars. The advocates of 
free coinage favor a law that will allow any 
holder of silver bullion—or, in fact, silver of 
any kind (as the latter can readily be melted 
into bars) to have the right to take the 
same to any mint of the United States and 
convert it into silver coin free of charge, 
and Uiey also claim that if free silver wins, 
then the price ot bullion silver would ad- 
vance to that of gold."

Suddenly they came upon a place 
of much importance where for several 
hundred yards there were no fortifica- 
tions. Surprised, Lee turned to his friend 
for an explanation. 
Heth said that he 


bad ordered defenses for this spot and 
had supposed them finished. 


"See that they are completed at once, 


Harry," said Lee, and, turning his horse, 
he rode back to headquarters. 


Atter a few days the general again ap- 


peared at Heth's tent-with the same pro- 
posal, and the delighted officer sprang to 
his horse. Arrived at the ill fitted spot, 
to Heth's dismay, it was found still open. 
Without a word Lee turned toward his 
tent, motioning Heth to follow. 
Dis- 


mounting, 'the commander in chief seat- 
ed himself, and the subordinate stood, 
wondering what his punishment would 
be. Lee spoke in his kindest tones. 


"Harry," he said, "that horse your wife 


rides worries me more than I can tell. 
He kicks and fights the .bit till I fear he 
will either break her delicate wrists or 
pull her arms out of their sockets. Now 
the best way to take the edge off a nerv- 
ous horse is to give him plenty of exer- 
cise—regular exercise—morning and night, 
until he quiets down. For the aake of 
yonr wife as well as yourself, I beg you 
to make the experiment, and I know of 
no better place for you to ride the horse 
while taming him than just up and down 
in front of that gap I ordered you to have 
closed until a good breastwork has been 
completed. Good evening, sir."

PROPOSED TO THE CITIZENS OF

WEALTH OF PENNSYLNANIA, PUB- 
LISHED BY ORDEtt OF THE SECRETARY 
OF THE COMMONWEALTH, IN PURSU- 
ANCE OF ARTICLE XVIII OF THE CON- 
STITUTION. 


_A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of 
the Commonwealth. 


Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate and 
Honse of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
in General Assembly met, That the following is 
proposed as amendments to the Constitution of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in accord- 
ance with the provisions ol the eighteenth arti- 
cle thereof 
AmendmeniOne to Article Eight, Section One. 


Add at the end ot tlie first paragraph of said 
section, after tbe words "shall be entitled to vote 
at all elections," tbe words "subject, however, 
to such laws requiring and regulating tbe regis- 
tration of electors as trie General Assembly may 
enact," so that the said section shall read as fol- 
lows: 
Section 1. Qualifications of Electors. Every 


male citizen twenty-one yeers of age, possessing 
tl e following qualifications, shall be entitled to 
rote at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating tbe registration 
of electors as the General Assembly may enact: 
He shall have been a citizen of tbe United 
States at least one month. 


He shall have resided Iu the State one year (or 
if, hartrrg pieviouslv been a qualified elector or 
native bor|i citizen of the State, be shall have 
removed theretrom and returned, within six 
months, immediately preceding the election). 
He shall have resided ia the election district 
where he shall otter to vote at least two months 
Immediately preceding the election. 
If twenty-two years ot age and upwards, be 
shall have paid within two years a State or 
county tax, whioh shall have been assessed at 
least two months aud i>aM at least one month 
before the election. 
Amendment Eleven to Article Eight, Section 
Seven. 


Strike out from said section the words "but no 
elector shall be deprived of the privilege of vo- 
ting by reason of his name not being registered," 
and add to saidsectiou the following worls, "but 
laws, regulating and requiring the registration of 
electors may be enacted to apply to cities only, 
provided that such laws be umtorm for %tfes of 
the same class," so that the said section shall read 
as follows. 
Section?. Uniformity of Election Laws.—All 
laws regulating the holding ot elections by tb« 
citizens or for the registration »f electors shall be 
uniform throughout tbe State, but laws regula- 
ting and requiring tbe registration ot electors 
may be enacted to apply to cities ouly, provided 
that such laws be uniform for cities ot tbe same 
clasj.

"When I wag attending to business In 


Pioche, Nov., a good many years ago," 
•ni.I a veteran miner, "the town was 120 
ntil< s from g, railroad and lacked a good 
muny of the^rnamcnts of a renl high 
civilization. But the money part of it 
WUH well represented, and among the 
lot hf chaps was Fred Schuster, a thrifty 
Oci man from Frisco, who wandered 
out there and coppered the brewing busi- 
ness. He bad a brewery which, however 
go< (I it might have been as a producer of 
be> r, showed promise enough for him to 
get $75,000 in cash out of it, not to men- 
tion a note or two, and Fred concluded 
at <>nce to get out with bis money and go 
l>a< k to the luxury of 8a"n Francisco. 


"It was easy enough to talk about, but

It was one of the noblest traits of Dan- 


iel Webster's character that he never 
treated the men who worked for him as 
inenlalf. 
For Poiter Wright he always 


entertained tbe 
highest regard, and 


Wright was a constant companion in hia 
hunting and. fishing excursions. Proba- 
bly no other man was better acquainted 
with tl e inner life of Webster,, with his 
habits, customs and disposition, than Mr. 
Wright 
Ft am him I learned more ol 


Webstt r's home life and of his character 
as a man than fiom ail the histoiies and 
biographies that have ever been written. 
He assured me that a man of more sim- 
ple ha nits never lived. 
For style he 


cared absolutely nothing. 
In his dress 


about Lome he could not be distinguished 
from 
Kuy of his farmer or fishermen 


neighbors. Baiely did he wear a collar. 
An old slouch hat covered his head, and 
his trousers were always tucked inside of 
his boots. 


It wo s only when he removed his hat, 


showinx the massive proportions of his 
brain, that you realized that you were 
standing In the presence of a mighty 
genius. 
When Thorwaldsen, the great 


Danish sculptor, saw his bust in the 
studio of Powers at Home he exclaimed, 
"Ah, a new design of Jupiter, I see!" He 
could hardly be persuaded that it was 
the actual head of a living American. 


Every man, woman and child in the 


neighborhood bad a full run of Webster's 
house from cellar to garret. Whenever 
a man came In tbe first thing he did was 
to open the sideboard, take down the old 
decantt r and pour out a glass of brandy. 
If the visitor drank, he was doubly wel- 
come. If he i of used, It immediately low- 
ered him tu Webster's estimation. 


Of children he was particularly fond. 


Strange children would nestle in his 
arms as readily as those who were fa- 
miliar with his features. 
Mr. Wright 


said: 


"No human being could Induce him to 


say a word about politics here. It wan « 
tabooed subject. 
If any one mentioned 


politics, his brow "darkened In an in- 
stant." 


Farming, fishln«, horses, cattle,* pigs 


and bens—these were his favorite themes. 
He knew every one of his cattle by name 
as well as he knew the names of his 
brother senators. Of his garden he was 
very proud, and here he would spend a 
portion of each day pulling weeds and 
hoeing vegetables. 


A young lawyer of the village once 


came and asked him what he had better 
Study to build himself up In his profes- 
sion. 


"Turnip seeds," was the laconic reply. 
The disciple of Blackstone followed his 


advice. He studied up everything that 
bore upon the subject of turnips until 
he became a master of the principles of 
that vegetable. A year or two afterward 
a neighboring farmer originated a new 
tnrnip, from the sale of whose seed he 
expected to make a fortune. Another 
neighbor began to raise and sell tbe same 
seed, aad a lawsuit resulted. The origi- 
nator of the seed came to retain Webster 
to prosecute the case. Webster replied: 


"I am not as well booked up on turnips

DEFECTIVE EYESIGHT. 


Three Common Condition* That Cnll 


• 
For Correction by danven. 


' The three defects of eyesight which ore 
most comn^only encountered in otherwise 
healthy persons and which can be more 
or less perfectly overcome by means of 
glasses are Clearsightedness, fai^ighted- 
ness and astigmatism. These are all im- 
portant, for besides the aiseomfort and 
annoyance of Imperfect sight the involun- 
tary efforts which the sufferer makes to 
see better strain the eyes and not only in- 
jure them, but also give rise through le- 
flex action to headaches and vaiious 
nervous disturbances. 


Nearsightednets, shortsightedness 
or 


myopia, as it is variously called, is a con- 
dition of the eyeball, usually "a lengthen- 
ing, in consequence of which the rays of 
light-are brought to a focus in front of 
the retina, and eo the object is blurred. 


This condition may exist from birth, 


but is usually the result of too much and 
too early use of the eyes, as in the cns>e 
of students, engravers, women who do 
Jfine sewing and so forth. Thus we may 
jiuy .that putting children to,work at some 
of the kmdeigat'ten eveicisea, such as 
perforating and drawing, is in a double 
sense a shortsighted nioeedure. 


Many ueai sighted people refuse to 


wear glasses, preferring f < deprive them- 
selves of sight for ever} tiling beyond the 
nose rather than to injure their personal 
appeal auce, as <rhey think. This is an- 
other shortsighted policy, for besides los- 
ing much of the joy of existence which 
cornea from seeing the beautiful things 
cbout and above us such pel sons are very 
liable to suffer from inflammation of the 
eyes, produced by constant strain. 


A less common defect is long or far 


sightedness, or hypeimetropia. 
This is 


the opposite of myopia, the eyeball being 
flattened or shortened and the rays of 
light consequently not coining to a focus 
by the time they reach the retina. 


In this case the eye often corrects the 


defect moie or less successfully by mak- 
ing the crystalline lens more convex, but 
it does this at the expense of tbe suffer- 
er's nervous force, and so we often find 
tired and congested eyes, headaches, in- 
digestion and even senous nervous affec- 
tions. The effort to correct the vision Is 
entirely vduntary and can be overcome 
only by the fitting of suitable convex 
glasses. 


The third and most common defect is 


astigmatism. 
In this condition there is 


some irregularity of the surface of the 
eye or of the lens, by means of which the 
image as it reaches the retina is distoit- 
ed. XJntieated astigmatism is a frequent 
cause of headache and other nervous dis- 
turbances 
The only relief Is the wear- 


Ing of glasses, at least 
TV bile reading, 


wntlng or whenever near objects are 
looked at.—Youth's Companion.
